Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the Examiner has not established a prima facie case of obviousness (pages 6-7 of Applicant's response). The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner has specifically laid out which excerpts of the cited references are pertinent to the claimed 
invention and has set forth motivation for combining the cited teachings, as seen in the art rejection. Applicant argues that Bianco does 
not actually disclose patient scheduling (page 8 of Applicant's response). The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Paragraphs 108 and 121 
disclose how a patient is provided with an interview to actively schedule an appointment through the server. Applicant argues that 
McMenimen requires a patient or ordering entity to actively monitor a manufacturing status and "does not teach automatically 
communicating or sending a message to the patient regarding manufacturing process information" (page 8 of Applicant's response). The 
Examiner submits that the use of a computer or any electronic device to transmit a message is an example of "automatically 
communicating or sending a message." McMenimen's user retrieves manufacturing status data via "a Medtronic web-enabled medical 
information communication system" (page 1 of McMenimen's provisional application); therefore, such data is "automatically" 
communicated. In conclusion, the Examiner maintains that the Bianco-McMenimen-Official Notice combination addresses the claimed 
invention in its entirety. 
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
